It is said that the principal rea¬ 
son Sierra Madre residents look 
favorably upon that district’s in¬ 
clusion within the Pasadena limits 
is the fact that the annexation 
would provide them with the Pas¬ 
adena sewage facilities at a nom- 
ial cost. Earle declared that no 
pumping plant would have to be 
built and a four-mile gravity sew 
er could be installed from Sierr:i. 
Madre to connect with the Pasa¬ 
dena sower at Lamanda Park. The 
cost of this project would be 
about $100,000. 

.A$i important question in the 
annexation proceedings would be 
whether this city would include 
the large area of intervening ter- 
ritoi'y, or would follow the ex¬ 
ample of Los .Angeles in connect¬ 
ing Pasadena to Sierra Madre by 
means of a “shoe-string” strip. 

By annexing Sierra Madre, this 
city would add materially to its 
area, besides increasing its popula¬ 
tion by more than 6000 persons.
